He asked Descalescu if the hard 
weather this winter had hurt Ruma : 
nian agriculture and was told that it 
had not. 

Peres and his aides are staying at 
two government guest houses' in the 
city suburbs. Ceaucescu has sche- 
duled up to five hours for talks with 
Peres today. There will also be a 
working session between the two 
prime ministers and Peres will be 
Descalescu's guest at an official din- 
ner. 

Peres begins his day with two 
wreath laying ceremonies, one at the 
national mausoleum and the second 
at a monument in the Jewish cemet- 
ery to the ili-fated immigrant ship 
Struma.

The State Budget for fiscal year 
1985/86 will amount to 
IS20,222,000.000,000, some $23 bil- 
lion. The Ministerial Economic 
Committee yesterday approved the 
budget, which will be tabled at the 
Knesset next week. 

Talking yesterday to the annual 
conference insurance agents. Fi- 
nance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i said 
that living standards will suffer a 5 
per cent drop in 1985. following their 
7.5 per cent decrease last year. 

Moda'i said he will leave for the 
U.S. next week. He called the talks 
with the Americans about the en- 
largement of U.S. civilian aid to 
Israel a “dialogue of the deaf." He 
added that there is very little under- 
standing abroad about the function- 
ing of the Israeli economy, and espe- 
cially the country's system of price 
linkages. 

"The U.S. proposed that we im- 
plement a large devaluation, but in 
the past such devaluations only fuel- 
led inflation." he said. But according 
to Moda’i the U.S. has a legitimate 
concern with developments in the 
Israeli economy, given what he cal- 


led “their large investments in Israel 
through the years." 

Moda'i said that during the next 
fiscal year it will be an administrative 
infraction to exceed budget limits. 
He added that the Bank of Israel will 
finish soon the draft of the bill that 
will forbid the government to fi- 
nance its operations using the print- 
ing press. 

Meanwhile, the minister may be 
planning to implement a new round 
of price hikes, beyond those which 
were sanctioned by the package deal 
II accord. The hikes may take effect 
at the start of summer. 

The budget approved by the com- 
mittee yesterday allocated $500 mil- 
lion for subsidies of basic commod- 
ities. This sum is $150 million smaller 
than the amount expected to be 
required in April, when the price 
increases in basic commodities au- 
thorized in the package deal accord 
are implemented. 

According to Treasury sources, 
the minister plans to use an article of 
the accord that permits him to re- 
quest its revision three months be- 
fore the end of the package deal to 
propose a new round of price hikes. 


Lebanese collaborators 
to resettle in Israel 


KIRYAT SHMONA. - A number 
of Lebanese who cooperated with 
the IDF have been permitted to 
enter Israel and settle here. The 
Lebanese were afraid of reprisals in 
the wake of Israeli withdrawals. 

Lebanese who had cooperated 
with the IDF in the Sidon area were 
informed before the withdrawal last 
Saturday that it was about, to be 
carried out, so they could leave. 

In the past year, some 60 collabor- 
ators have been murdered. 20 of 
them in Sidon. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
confirmed to The Jerusalem Post 
that Israel had offered sanctuary to 
those people* in the area given back 
during phase one of the pullback 
who felt themselves endangered by 


their past relationship with Israel. 
Some would move closer to the new 
border in the area to be controlled by 
the South Lebanese Army, while 
others have settled in Israel. 

Israel must not abandon its friends 
in Lebanon as It withdraws its forces 
from that country, Uzi Landau 
(Likud-Herut) said yesterday in a 
Knesset motion for the agenda. 

Israel, said Landau, has the “mor- 
al obligation" to stand behind those 
who support its position. He said 
those people must be warned of the 
dangers facing them and, if neces- 
sary. be assisted in re-settling else- 
where. 

No minister replied, and Landau's 
motion was referred to the Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee. 


Jumbo jet falls 9,000 metres in two minutes 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP). - A Chi- 
na Airlines jumbo jet dropped more 
than 9,000 metres on Tuesday, injur- 
ing more than 50 passengers and 
forcing the pilot to make an 
emergency landing here, officials 
said. 

The Boeing 747, with 268 people 
aboard, hit a wind shear - a rapid 
change in wind speed and direction - 


■and dropped from cruising altitude 
of 12,500 metres to 2,743ra., accord- 
ing to a spokesman for San Francisco 
Internationa] Airport. 

Airport officials said the plane 
sustained extensive damage to the 
doors thax lock the landing gear into 
the aircraft body: A chunk also was 
missing from one of the plane's con- 
trol surfaces.

New tough IDF policy 


Troops crack down 
on Shi’a troublespot

METULLA. - Following the re- 
cent wave of attacks on Israeli 
troops in southern Lebanon, a 
large IDF force including ranks 
and armoured personnel carriers 
yesterday killed two terrorists, 
rounded up suspects and con- 
ducted day-long searches in the 
Shi'ite village of Bazouriye east 
of Tyre, as part of a new tough 
policy against terrorists and 
those who aid them. 

The village was the scene earlier 
this week of two attacks in which an 
IDF officer and soldier were killed. 

Army forces encircled the village 
soon after dawn, preventing anyone 
from entering or leaving. 

Residents put up no resistance, 
but there was a firelight with a group 
of four terrorists north of the village 
who tried to escape. Two were kil- 
led. one was wounded and taken 
prisoner, and the last, also wounded, 
gave himself up to Unifil troops, who 
were allowed by the IDF to helicop- 
ter him to hospital. 

Timor Goksel. Unifil spokesman, 
confirmed reports of an Israeli siege 
on the village and said a dead man 
with bullet wounds in his head was 
found outside the village. 


Goksel said two other villagers 
were injured, one of whom was 
evacuared in critical condition to the 
UN field hospital in Nakoura. 

Throughout the day. the army 
conducted searches and interroga- 
tions in Bazouriye. All males were 
assembled for questioning in the 
centre of the village. 

During the searches, various 
weapons and explosives were found. 

A gas station near which a bomb 
went off earlier in the week, killing 
Rav Seren Shaul Zahavi. was des- 
troyed. as well as two houses. 

The IDF action yesterday was 
meant to show Shi'ites that they had 
aggravated relations with Israel in- 
tolerably. It was carried out with the 
desire to show the community that 
they have gone too far. while at the 
same time avoiding an ail-out con- 
flict with them. 

“There’s no sense in getting into a 
total war with the Shi T ites. but we 
have to hit them back so they know 
they can’t make a mockery of us." an 
IDF officer said. 

Both Chief of General Staff Rav 
AJuf Moshe Levy and O/C North- 
ern Command Aluf On Orr visited 
Bazouriye yesterday. 

Also yesterday, in the central sec- 
tor village of Arab Salim, a curfew 
went into its third dav. It was near 


the village earlier this week that Aluf 
Mishne Avraham Hide was killed. 

Searches were conducted in the 
village yesterday. One terrorist was 
killed tmng to escape. A note was 
found on his body which read: “God 
will pardon me. I'm on the way to 
paradise." 

IDF oFficers said yesterday the 
policy of the hard hand would' con- 
tinue. 

Meanwhile, terrorists yesterday 
attacked an IDF patrol in the centre 
of Nabatiya with light arms fire. No 
one was injured. 

Rav Seren (major) Shaul Zahavi. 
who was killed near Bazouriye on 
Monday, was buried yesterday in the 
military cemetery at Kiryat Shaul in 
Tel Aviv. The coffin was carried to 
the grave by six officers with the rank 
of major. 

Reuter reports from Beirut: 

The Lebanese National Resist- 
ance Front (LNRF1 said yesterday it 
had carried out 1,219 attacks on 
Israeli occupation troops and their 
militia allies in the last 29 months. 

It said in a statement the attacks 
took place between September 20, 
1982. when the Israeli army entered 
Beirut, and last Saturday! when it 
left the Sidon area under the first 
part of a three-stage withdrawal 
plan. 


Rabin says hard line is the only way

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
earlier this week said that a “firm 
hand" would be the only way to 
contain the wave of terror that has 
hit Israel's forces in South Lebanon. 

Other elements of the policy will 
include protracted curfews on ’vil- 
lages connected to attacks on Israel 
Defence Forces personnel; pre- 
emptive arrests*, spot searches and a 
greater presence in trouble spots. 

A decision has also been made 
that troops carrying out their duties 
will not be deterred by mass demon- 
strations of women and children, nor 
by the fact that in some cases build- 
ings with religious significance have 
been used as arms caches. 

“This has become ao all-out war.

and we have to protect ourselves.*’ a 
senior military source said last night.

Financial aid offered to two Jeru- 
salem football teams as an induce- 
ment for them to play bn Fridays and 
not on the Sabbath is coming from 
circles close to MK Menahem 
Porush. The money was apparently 
collected abroad for a building fund 
for new synagogues in the capital, 
The Jerusalem Post has learned. 

The fund, dubbed “The Jerusalem 
Heritage Foundation was estab- 
lished last year as an “ultra- 


Orthodox alternative" to Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek's Jerusalem 
Foundation. 

The fund is headed by Meir 
Porush, the MK’s 33-year-old son, 
who two years ago was helped to 
election to the city council by his 
father's well-oiled political machine 
in the Jerusalem branch of Agudat 
Yisrael. 

Sources inside the ultra-Orthodox 
camp say that the younger Porush 
never acts without consulting his 
father and yesterday noted that his 


insistence that his son head the Agu- 
da list in Jerusalem two years ago 
still reverberates negatively in ultra- 
Orthodox political circles. Those 
sources said yesterday that the losses 
suffered by the Aguda in those city 
elections are being blamed on the 
MK's insistence that his son take 
over the Aguda list. 

Meir Porush is raising money for 
the fund in the U.S. and England this 
week, his father told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. 

Porush refused to either confirm 


or deny the connection between the 
Heritage fund and the offers made to 
the two top Jerusalem football teams 
- Betar and Hapoel - for financial 
assistance in exchange for a change 
in the playing schedule from Satur- 
days to Fridays. 

Such an arrangement has already 
been made for national league lead- 
ers Maccabi Netanya. In Netanya's 
case, however, the arrangement was 
made by that city’s chief Ashkenazi 
rabbi, Yisrael Lau, who meanwhile

New study says: 

Sharon’s deception doomed war to failure

TEL AVIV. - The seeds of Israel’s 
failure in Lebanon can be found in a 
cabinet meeting held six months be- 
fore the war. The lack of consensus 
expressed during the meeting re- 
garding proposed war aims, and 
similar dissent later expressed in the 
Israel Defence Forces, prevented 
the war from achieving its purposes. 

This is the central conclusion of a 
new study by Shai Feldman and 
Heda Rechnitz-Kijner of Tel Aviv 
University’s Jaffee Centre for 


Strategic Studies. 

The study is distributed by The 
Jerusalem Post. 

Entitled “Deception, Consensus 
and War: Israel in Lebanon" the 
study points out that dissent among ' 
Knesset members and the general 
public crystallized only towards the 
end of June 1982, too late to influ- 
ence the war’s course. Rather, dis- 
sent among these strata damaged 
Israel's bargaining position during 
the tacit as well as explicit political 
negotiations held subsequent to the 


war, and thus affected its outcome. 

The study notes that the war in 
Lebanon was an attempt on Israel's 
part to implement ‘‘Operation Ora- 
nim" which defence minister Ariel 
Sharon had brought to the cabinet 
for approval in December 1981. The 
dissent of a number of cabinet mem- 
bers resulted in the rejection of this 
plan. These ministers feared that the 
plan's implementation would bring 
about a general collision with Syria’s 
forces, resulting in many casualties. 

Knowing that this was the reason 


for the cabinet's disapproval, Sharon 
appeared before the June 5, 1982 
cabinet meeting, convened to deride 
on the launching of Operation Peace 
for Galilee, and promised that the 
operation would not involve a con- 
frontation with Syrian forces in 
Lebanon. 

The IDFs war plans were ad- 
justed accordingly: the army was to 
avoid attacking Syria's forces at the 
outbreak of the war. By the time the 
cabinet permitted an attack on Sy-

said, but asserted that “the plan 
should involve the parties concerned 
being represented in a joint Arab 
delegation and that all this should 
enjoy full Arab support." 

The insistence on the PLO being 
represented in a "joint Arab delega- 
tion" appears to be a departure from 
the “joint Palestinian -Jordanian de- 
legation" believed to have been re- 
ferred to in the original accord, no 
official version of which has yet been 
released. 

The idea of a joint Palestinian- 
Jordanian delegation came in for 
sharp criticism, especially from the 
Syrian-based George Habash and 
Navef Hawatmeh. both of whom can 
he expected to find the “joint Arab 
delegation” formulation much more 
acceptable. 

Likewise, the insistence that the 
plan enjoy “full Arab support" 
appears to have been a sop to the two 
Syrian-based groups, which are 
strongly opposed to the emergence 
of a moderate Jordan-PLO-Egypt 
alliance that would split the Arab 
world down the middle. 

The upshot would appear to be 


that Arafat has received formal 
approval for his accord with Hus- 
sein. but in a manner that has ren- 
dered that accord virtually meaning- 
less. For it is absolutely plain that the 
notions of “territory for peace” and 
a closely-coordinated Jordan-PLO 
strategy oriented towards Washing- 
ton indicated in the unofficial ver- 
sions of the accord published so far, 
have no hope at all of winning the 
“full Arab support" the executive 
Committee is insisting on. 

It would seem, then, that the 
agreement in Amman was. first and 
foremost, a tactical move designed 
to foreclose any “Jordan-without- 
PLO" option Washington might 
have attempted to sell Saudi King 
Fahd last week. Any political ground 
it might have purported to be break- 
ing was plainly reversible, in the 
interests of preventing a deepening 
of the split in the PLO! 

Observers in Tunis were quoted as 
speculating yesterday that the Ex- 
ecutive Committee's statement was 
issued to coincide with the U.S.- 
Soviet talks on the Middle East cur- 
rently taking place in Vienna.

15 Beduin families 
evicted in Negev

BEERSHEBA. - The Green Patrol 
and Border Police yesterday evicted 
15 families of the Urjan Beduin tribe 
from an area south of Kibbutz Re- 
vivim in the central Negev and found 
some IDF equipment, said Green 
Patrol commander Alton Galili. 

The equipment includes a tank 
battery, mattresses, kitchen utensik 
and empty shells. 

"For the past year, the tribe has 
not received permission to graze its 
flocks in military firing zones. 
Obviously, they are in the area not 
just in search of pastures." Galili 
said. 

• Noah Segal of Kibbutz Mashavei 
Sadeh told The Jerusalem Post that 
because of the drought, the Beduin 
had to range far afield to find gracing 
for their flocks. "I advised them not 
to resist the Green Patrol, so their 
eviction was peaceful, but I am 
appealing to Knesset members and 
to Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman to help solve the tribe’s 
problems of land ownership.”

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Benny Shalita settles account with police: 

MK tells how inquiry ‘ruined family life’

MK Benny Shalita yesterday settled accounts 
with the police for "dragging his name through the 
mud” for 3!6 years, before Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir derided that there was not enough 
evidence to charge him with bribery or sexual 
bribery. The investigation was initiated, following 
an anonymous letter to the police. 

Speaking to an attentive Knesset for 40 mi- 
nutes, (instead of the usual 15 or 20 J the Likud- 
Liberal MK attacked by name Police Inspector 
General Arye Ivtzan, Investigations chief Yehez- 
kel Carthy. Fraud Division chief Binyamin Siegel, 
Tel Aviv "District Attorney Aharon Shadar. and 
Zamir for having dragged out the case long after 
they knew they didn't have one. 

He charged that they hoped they could "get 
him" for something, anything,- whether related to 
the origin al suspicions or not. in order to show that 
he was not innocent. They also hoped, said 
Shalita, rhar he would not be re-eJecred to ihe 
Knesset and thus not be in a strong position to take 
revenge. 

All sides of the House were clearly on Shalita's 
side, and the only inteijections against him came 
from Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev, who ob- 
jected to Shalita's naming names of public offi- 
cials. 

Shalita shed tears when he recounted how the 
protracted investigation, accompanied by leaks to 
the press, had ruined his family life and made it 
impossible for bim to function properly as head of 
the Menahamia local authority. 

When he stepped down from the podium, many 
members from various parts of the House got up 
and shook his hand. 

Shalita said that Zamir recently told him that 
the sexual bribery file should have been closed two 
years ago. To which Shalita had replied: "Now 
you telT me that! After I was shot down on the 
street like a mad dog! After my family was

murdered in the city square!** 

It was the system that was corrupt, charged 
Shalita. He quoted Siegel: ''Everyone has done 
“something.” If we don't get him for one thing, 
we'll get him for another. 4 * 

One mayor who was suspected of bribery and 
theft was charged in the end with possession of a 
rifle (in his private collection on the wall). It was 
all a smokescreen to delude the public. Shalita 
said. 

Shalita said he had asked Siegel why. after he 
conducted the investigations against Abuhatzeira. 
Rechtman, Asher Yadlin, and Michael Tsur (all 
public figures who went to jail), he had not 
conducted the investigation against Shalita. 
“Wasn’t I big enough?” asked the MK. 


When Siegel only smiled. Shalita had said: "I'll 
tell you why. You knew that this wts a mishmash 
of wild charges that wasn't worth a damn. You 
didn't want to dirty your hands. And he said to 
me: ‘Benny Shalita. you're right."' 

Shalita charged that Ivtzan had leaked a story, 
printed on page 1 of Yediot Aharonot. charging 
him with various acts of bribery and other crimes, 
in retaliation for Shalita's having called for certain 
changes in the Northern Police District. 

"Every time I appeared in the Knesset Interior 
Committee and said something about the police. I 
would find a leak against me in the papers the next 
. day. Carthy saw to that.*' he added. 

Shalita said he also has a grievance against 
. Justice Minister Moshe Nissim. Why hadn’t he 
1 calledin Z amir and Shadar and said to them: "The 
blood of a public figure is being spilled here. Work 
overtime, finish it. Decide.'* 

Replying. Bar-Lev said that Shalita had drawn a 
very subjective picture. But there was another 
side to the coin. He did not think an MK has the 
right to exploit the Knesset podium to attack civil 
servants and police officers by name. 

For complaints such as Shalita's there was the 
State Comptroller, the police ombudsman. Knes- 
set committees. A Knesset committee would also 
invite the police officers, and if Shalita agreed 
"they'll put everything on the table." 

Yes, 344 years was a long time, but the inves- 
tigation was ramified from the start. Bar-Lev said. 
Leaks were undoubtedly a problem, but they 
could not automatically be attributed to the 
police, and it was not always possible to locate the 
source. 

Bar-Lev at first asked the House to accept his 
reply. But he agreed to the proposal of Ronnie 
Milo (Likud-Herut) that the matter be referred to 
the Interior Committee, expressing the hope that 
the committee would discuss the principle in- 
volved and not the specific case. 


Jewish Agency asks: Stop 
raising funds for Ethiopians

The Jewish Agency board of gov- 
ernors yesterday decided to ask all 
organizations abroad that are col- 
lecting funds for the absorption of 
Ethiopian immigrants to cease their 
fundraising. 

The decision followed a complaint 
by Keren Hayesod chairman Avra- 
ham Avihai that the profusion of 
campaigns was “confusing" contri- 
butors and hurting the efforts of the 
United Jewish Appeal and Keren 
Hayesod to raise money for the 
Ethiopians' absorption. Tbe deci- 
sion is not legally binding but is 
meant to have moral force. 

Despite the ruling this week by 
former Sephardi chief rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef that the Ethiopians need not 
undergo a conversion ceremony to 
be considered Jews, Agency execu- 
tive ■chairman Arye- Dutrin praised 
the current chief rabbis for having 


compromised on the issue by ruling 
that the immigrants must undergo 
ritual immersion (but not symbolic 
circumcision). 

Aliya department chairman Haim 
Aharon added that "rabbinical 
wars” had already done damage, 
and that the Agency was going to 
abide by the chief rabbi's instruc- 
tions. 

Absorption Minister Ya’acov 
Tsur said the government authorities 
were having difficulty funding hous- 
ing for the Ethiopians and he asked 
tiie Jewish Agency to help out. 

Meanwhile, it was decided that 
the Agency would provide single 
immigrants in absorption centres 
with an additional S50 a month grant 
to help them rent apartments outside 
on the private market. The singles 
now get some $25 a month rental 
subsidy from the Absolution Minis- 
try. This additional fundineis meant > 
to clear more room for Ethiopian 
immigrants.' ■ 


Sharon: Ali g nment is hypocritical 


Industry Minister Ariel Sharon 
charged the Alignment with hypoc- 
risy for objecting to Likud “political 
appointments” in general and to his 
intention of appointing David Kna- 
fo. a Herat activist, as deputy direc- 
tor general of Israel Chemicals. 

Replying to motions for the agen- 
da by Yitzhak Artzi and Jacques 
Amir (both Alignment), Sharon said 


that Amir was telling him, in effect, 
"Drop that idea, and let us appoint 
our people without any fuss.” 

Sahorn said the Likud had learned 
about political appointments from 
Mapai, which had been in power for 
50 years (including the pre-state 
period) by naming its own people. 

The Knesset decided to hold a 
full-scale debate on the subject. 


Jewish terrorist in plea-bargaining

Jewish terror underground mem- 
ber -Uri Maier yesterday pleaded 
guilty and was convicted on reduced 
charges after a plea- bargaining deal 
between his lawyers and the State 
Attorney's Office. 

The charge that Maier conspired 
to blow up the Temple Mount mos- 
ques was dropped, and tbe charge of 
attempted murder of Palestine 
National Guidance Council member 
Dr. Hamzi Natshe, was reduced to 
attem pted severe bodily harm . 

Maier was released on bail until 
sentencing. 

It was the sixth plea- bargaining 


deal in the Jewish underground 
trials. 

Underground member Avinoam 
Katrieli. sentenced to 15 months 
imprisonment for his involvement in 
a planned assault on the Temple 
Mount, will go free a week from 
Friday. 

Katrieli’s sentence was reduced by 
a third by the Prison Probation Com- 
mittee. 

In January, the High Court of 
Appeals dismissed both his appeal of 
what he claimed was his overly harsh 
sentence and a counter appeal claim- 
ing his sentence had been too light.

I Continued from Page One) 
perhaps unlike the previous. Likud- 
led government - the Peres adminis- 
tration did not regard Italy’s cau- 
tious reluctance to initiate diploma- 
tic action at this time as a cause for 
apathetic inaction on Israel’s part. 
The present government, these aides 
said, was energetically committed to 
furthering the peace process. While 
it believed - as Peres had re- 
emphasized - that Europe's role 
ought to be to encourage direct dia- 
logue, its commitment to such dia- 
logue was urgent and sincere. 

The Rome press highlighted on 
Wednesday Peres’s differences with 
Pope John II over the political status 
of Jerusalem (see yesterday’s Post.) 

The Premier himself, however, in 
private conversations, seemed un- 
perturbed by this aspect of his con- 
versation with the pontiff. He 
appeared almost to have expected 
these differences to surface. 

At the closed session yesterday 
between Peres and Spadolini the two 
men are understood to have discus- 
sed cooperation in the area of anti- 
terrorism. (See earlier story p2.) 


Arab students ejected 
from Lebanese lecture 

Police last night removed some 50 
Arab students from a lecture hall on 
Mount Scopus where Pierre Yazbek, 
the representative in Jerusalem of 
rhe Christian Lebanese Forces, was 
scheduled to speak. The Arab stu- 
dent s at the Hebrew University cam- 
pus tried for a long time to prevent 
Yazbek from addressing the audi- 
ence. evoking strong protests from a 
large group of Jewish students. Yaz- 
bek started his address only close to 
midnight following the intervention 
of the dean of students. 


Digging of Med-Dead 
tunnel stopped 

After discussions yesterday be- 
tween Energy Minister Moshe Shah- 
al and Treasury Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i it was decided to suspend 
work on digging a first tunnel for the 
Med-Dead project at Maale Yair. 

This is expected to save some $2 
million. 


Ganei Hamat committee 
still undecided

The committee appointed by the 
Chief Rabbinate to solve halachic 
problems in the construction of the 
Ganei Hamat Hotel in Tiberias is 
still “looking into the matter," it was 
learned yesterday. 

Sources from the Africa-Israel In- 
vestment Company - the Bank 
Leumi affili ate building the hotel - 
yesterday expressed disappointment 
that the committee had not yet 
reached its conclusions. 

The sources said that the state- 
ment made yesterday by Tiberias 
Chief Rabbi David Peretz, that he is 
considering revoking the hoiel's 
kasbrut permit, was* just another 
means of putting pressure on the 
company. 


Sand, Shemtov to call again 
for total pullback by May

Two opposition members of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee - Yosef Sarid 
(CRM) and Victor Shemtov 
(Mapam) - announced yesterday 
that they will re-introduce their mo- 
tion calling upon the government to 
“quickly withdraw all Israeli forces 
from Lebanon - in one move and not 
in stages - by the end of May.” 

Their motion, which was voted 
down by the committee last week, 
will be presented when the body 
holds a special meeting - later this 
week or early next week - to discuss 
the upsurge in terrorist attacks 
against the withdrawing Israeli 
forces in South Lebanon. 

A Likud member of the commit- 
tee, David Magen, said yesterday 
that in view of the latest develop- 
ment in South Lebanon he.ieeferhi?.' 
proposal of several weeks ago - to 
have the government reconsider the '• 
entire derision of a phased with- 
drawal - is more valid now that when 
he raised it. 

Magen said: “The government 
erred when it derided on interim 
redeployment lines." Instead, he 


favours establishment of a “reso- 
lute" defence line. 

"Rather than appearing as a with- 
drawing army, the IDF is being 
viewed as an army running away,” 
Magen told Kol Yurrael. “We of the 
Likud in the committee say to the 
cabinet: convene immediately and 
re-appraise your derision of January 
14. We say the basis of the withdraw- 
al should be a resolute defence line, 
paralelling some natural barrier, 
which in the western sector means 
the Litani River line. There, the IDF 
will be able to regain its self- 
confidence and fight against terror- 
ism - and our soldiers know how to 
do that.” 

Speaking on the same radio prog- 
ramme. Sarid disagreed, claiming: 
“Deployment along the Litani 
would be disastrous since such a line 
would run right through territory 
'."fteavily populated by hostiJ^S^i'ites.. 
J^s a result, it would be woe to our 
soldiers from th^ nbiit&^ttf .wbe to 
them from (he south. 

“There is only one defence line for 
Israel, and that is its nrothera bor- 
der. The Shi’ites will do everything 
in their power to throw off the yoke 
of Israeli occupation.” Sarid said. 


‘Broadcasting Authority to lay off 200’

The Israel Broadcasting Author- 
ity’s burgeoning deficit - due to hit 
si2 million by this summer - means 
200 sraff members, half of them from 
Israel Television, will be sacked be- 
tween now and March of next year, 
authority director-general Uri Porat 
told the Knesset Education Commit- 
tee yesterday. The authority now has 
a manpower complement of 1.400. 

Other economy moves. Porat 
said, have already been inaugurated. 
“Most" of the telephones in Broad- 
casting Authority offices have been 
sealed off from circuits serving over- 
seas calls, “new arrangements" have 
been made to limit the use of author- 
ity cars for official business only and 
all ties have been severed between 
the authority and private studios. 

Committee chairman Nahman 
Raz told Porat that in his opinion the 
present difficulties being encoun- 


tered by the Broadcasting Authority 
do not stem solely from a shortage of 
an adequate operating budget. 

“There is also something wrong 
with the administrative structure of 
your organization." Raz said. “This 
committee is anxiously awaiting the 
recommendations of the organiza- 
tion engaged to study the Broadcast- 
ing Authority's a dminis tration with 
a view towards malting it more effi- 
cient." 

Raz said he will invite Energy 
Minister Moshe Sbahal and 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir to 
appear before tbe committee, to 
advise it on the economic and legal 
aspects of having the Electric Cor- 
poration act as collection agent for 
the television and radio use fees. In 
the past, the Broadcasting Authority 
has been criticised for spending ex- 
cessive sums on attempts to collect 
the fee.

Peres ends Italian visit 
with Andreotti meeting

ROME. - An hour-long tete-a-tete 
yesterday with Foreign Minister 
Guilio Andreotti. just arrived from a 
state visit in Egypt, concluded Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres's successful 
visit to Italy. 

“I brought no messages from Pres- 
ident Mubarak." Andreotti told The 
Jerusalem Post . “but I am pleased 
that Shimon Peres, whom I have 
known for a long time, presented me 
with new ideas and a different 
approach towards a real peace.” 

According to Peres’s spokesman. 
Uri Savir. the prime minister stres- 
sed several points in his meeting with 
the man who has been the architect 
of Italy’s policy in the Arab world. 
Peres emphasized that Israel is ready 
to meet with Jordan's King Hussein 
anywhere, and promised to give full 
consideration to any proposals the 
king might make. He emphasized 
that Italy should play a role in bring- 
ing Israelis and Arabs together for 
dialogue. 

Peres also emphasized the need to 


strengthen the peace with Egypt, 
and stressed that Israel's withdrawal 
from Lebanon should improve con- 
ditions for negotiating peace in the 
Middle East. 

He also stressed his commitment 
to improved coexistence on the West 
Bank and improved conditions for 
the West Bank's inhabitants. 

Members of the Israeli ream said 
that during the meeting with 
Andreotti. Peres had done most of 
the talking. 

Members of the Italian team said 
that in Egypt. Mubarak and Italian 
Defence Minister Giovanni Spadofl, 
ni agreed that the Middle East peace 
process must be continued despite 
Syria's objections. Mubarak, the Ita- 
lians said, stressed the importance of 
the Jordanian - PLO accord. 

In his earlier meeting with Spado- 
lini yesterday, Peres discussed the 
role Unifil should play in Lebanon 
now that Israel has begun to with- 
draw. According to Israeli spokes- 
men. the two politicians agreed that 
Syria's stance against increasing 
Unifil’s role was tactical only. Italian * 
troops help make up the force. - -

i-Eitan’s candidacy was the second 
bad piece of news for the Likud. The 
wSi was that Deputy Prime Minister 
David Levy persisted in his refusal to 
I head his party's list in the Histadrut 
elections for the third time. Not only 
is ^he Likud now minus its best vote 
getter on the labour front, but it 
faces a potentially popular opponent 
not only from the Alignment side. 

Likud strategists acknowledge 
that Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yisrael Kessar is a tough incumbent 
to tangle with. Now the party is 
afraid that it will lose many of the 
votes that were seen as safely in its 
camp- Eitan. it is thought, can 
attract many of the nationally- 
minded voters, who would otherwise 
support the Likud. The Likud 
appears to be poised for the toughest 
battle it has ever had to face in the 
trade union federation. 

■ New Knesset Member Ya’acov 
Shamai is popular enough in the 
Herut Histadrut faction, but is hard- 
ly known outside it and his vote- 


getting potential is not highly re- 
garded in his own party. Moreover. 
Labour has already announced that 
it plans to attack on the Likud gov- 
ernments' handling of ihe economy 
in the past seven years. The Likud is 
going to find it difficult to be equally 
aggressive. It is thought that Labour 
might not be afraid of shaking the 
national unity government. Once 
the Histdrut elections are over, in 
fact. Labour will not have much 
reason to keep the national unity 
government alive and it would wel- 
come an opportunity to free itself of 
the rotation agreement, whereby 
Yitzhak Shamir succeeds Shimon 
Peres. 

On the other hand, the Likud has 
most to lose if the national unity 
government collapses. The govern- 
ment's continued existence is the 
only guarantee the Likud has of 
getting its turn at the helm. 

Thus there are predictions in the 
Likud that for the first time since 
Herut entered Histadrut politics, the 
upward climb in Likud support will 
be stopped, and the Likud might 
even find itself sliding downward. 

The Eitan candidacy is seen as 
potentially making the Likud's posi- 
tion even more difficult than it 
already is. The Likud is therefore 
making every possible effort to put 
up a joint electoral front in the 
Histadrut with Tehiya. 

When, a few days ago. the Likud's 
overtures were not rejected on the 
spot, the desperate Likud was so 


buoyed that its spokesmen im- 
mediately began circulating a story 
of an impending agreement with 
Tehiya on the establishment of a 
single list in the Histadrut poll. 

But almost as soon as the story 
came out. the Likud’s hopes were 
rudely dashed by Eitan. He ex- 
plained that the Likud had mis- 
understood the situation and that 
there is no chance whatever that he 
will agree to climb onto the bogged- 
down Likud bandwagon. The Likud 
is still trying to win Eitan over. 

Labour expects a spectacular suc- 
cess at the Histadrut polls. But here 
too there is concern. In the Histadrut 
arena the Alignment between 
Labour and Mapam is still apparent- 
ly alive, but the question is for how 
long. Labour members cannot stop 
themselves from glancing over their 
shoulders with open mistrust at 
Mapam. The partner which bolted 
the Alignment in the Knesset might 
do so in the Histadrut as well, taking 
with it the 18 percent representation 
which it is due to get on the Align- 
ment list. 

It is no secret that Mapam is 
flirting with the Citizens Rights List, 
with an eye to establishing a leftist 
political bloc. In Labour's night- 
mare. Mapam completes its divorce 
from the Alignment after the Histad- 
rut elections and walks off hand in 
hand with the CRM. 

There is also the question of how 
much Mapam will actually contri- 
bute to the Alignment. Labour is 
afraid to go it without Mapam for 


fear that it will lose its absolute 
majority. But there is the fear that, 
while Mapam will get its 18 per cent 
slice of the Alignment cake, its natu- 
ral supporters will cast their ballots 
for the new rising star on the left - 
the CRM. whicfT is running in the 
Histadrut poll as the Workers Rights 
Movement.

MK Ran Cohen, who 
heads the Sheli Histadrut faction, 
would like to get top billing on the 
joint list, but if Aloni secures the 
nomination for herself the new 
Workers Rights list could cause 
many sleepless nights for the Labour 
campaign managers.

Axe attack on 2 women 
said to be by neighbour

TEL AVIV. - Two elderly women 
were almost hacked to death yester- 
day. when their next door neigh- 
bour, wielding a hatchet, allegedly 
stormed into their apartment and 
tried to kill them. 

'The women, one of whom was 
severely wounded in the head, and 
the other all over her body, were 
taken to Ichilov Hospital in critical 
condition. The life of one is still in 
danger, it was reported yesterday. 
-■-‘They've been getting on my 
nerves for the past 50 years. I am 
Moses the Lawgiver and I did it," a 
54ryear-old grocery store owner told 
the police, when they arrested him 
on suspicion of the assault. 

At 1 p.m. yesterday afternoon, 
cries of “help" were heard from the 
fourth floor apartment of Elena 
i.'rause and Rosa Wagman, on Re- 
hov Trumpeldor. 

A neighbour, Zion Mizrahi, ran 
into the women’s flat. 

“I saw him there with the axe and 
aii the blood. They were lying on the 


floor in a pool of blood." Mizrahi 
^d, afterwards., fte s^d that hejan 
back to his own flat and called the 
police. He then called Magen David 
Adorn and. by the time the ambu- 
lance arrived, the police were there 
too. 

The police found a huge pool of 
blood on the kitchen floor. The two 
owners of the apartment, aged about 
70, were lying in the blood. A frying 
pan with the women's lunch was on 
the gas stove. 

The police suspect the neighbour 
of entering the women’s flat via the 
joint balcony and attacking them 
with the hatchet. 

The blood-stained hatchet was 
found in the suspect’s apartment and 
was taken to the police laboratoiy. 

According to neighbours, the sus- 
pect said, *Tve finished with them. 
They’ve been in my way for 50 
years." when the police came for 
him. 

Neighbours told the police that 
the suspect was mentally disturbed. 
The victims, who lived together, had 
no families, it is believed.

‘Hiring freeze affects dialysis treatment’ ^ Jerusalem mental hospital

TEL AVTV. - Over a hundred kid- 
ney patients who need dialysis treat- 
ment are not getting it because of the 
freeze on nursing positions. Profes- 
sor Mordecai Popovtzer. chairman 
of the Israel Association for 
Nephrology and Hypertension and 
head of the nephrology department 
at Hadassah Hospital in Jerusalem, 
told reporters here yesterday. 

Just before opening his associa- 
tion's tenth annual conference held 
at Kfar Hamaccabia, Popovtzer said 
that in his hospital alone there are 15 
patients on the dialysis waiting list. 
"Home dialysis is an answer for 
some patients, but not for every- 
one,” he said, “and even home di- 
alysis requires nursing personnel to 
visit the home, train the patient and 
do periodic followup visits." 

Asked if patients will die, he said 
there are emergency measures to 
keep them alive but they may suffer 
complications - including damage to 
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the brain and other organs - due to 
kidney poisoning. 

Dr. Aharon Drukker. head of 
pediatric nephrology at Sba'are 
Zedek Hospital in Jerusalem, said 
he fears that soon hospital directors 
will call doctors into a meeting and 
tell them that there is not enough 
money and not even all of those in 
most urgent need of dialysis will be 
able to get it.

Blackouts may be in store 
for TV fee recalcitrants

The Knesset Education Commit- 
tee is considering a scheme to cut off 
electric power to people who refuse 
to pay their television and radio 
licence fees.

predicted. 


Committee extends control of car prices

The monitoring committee for the second package deal decided yesterday 
to reduce the importer's, profit margin on small cars. Importers will he 
permitted a profit margin of 1 8 per cent on cars with engines of up to 1 JUKI cc. 
Under the first package deal, they were allowed a 26 per cent margin. 

On larger cars, from 1.301 cc. to 1.800 cc.. where up ro now there was no 
limit, they will be permitted a margin of 22 per cent. The largest cars, with 
engine capacity of 1.800 cc. or more, will be exempt from price controls. 
Prices will be brought up to date once a month. 

In other decisions, the monitoring committee permitted a 9 per cent 
increase in the price of cotton twine, without allowing a rise in the price of 
cotton goods, and removed imported pharmaceutical'products from the list 
controlled by the Industry and Trade Ministry. Imported pharmaceuticals 
are to be supervised by the Health Ministry, as thev were before the first 
package deal. 


Nil chief makes plea: 

Leave child allowances alone

National Insurance Institute 
director Nissim Baruch is firmly 
opposed to any deductions from 
child allowances for school fees, and 
says he's "surprised" that- the Educa- 
tion Ministry -has not sided with ban 
in the matter. jeli 

At a press conference yesterday 
summarizing the Nil's 1983 statis- 
tics, Baruch dwelt mostly on the 
definition of the poverty line and the 
issue of erosion of child allowances - 
especially for small families. 

Last year a political controversy 
erupted over an internal Nil report 
saying that there were some half a 
milli on Israelis living below the 
poverty line. This year, explaining 
that there are some 330,000 citizens 
in that category, whose main income 
is from Nil payments, Baruch set out 
in professional terms what the 
poverty line was. 


According to the Nil chief, who 
under Yigal Cohen-Orgad was 
director-general of the Finance 
Ministry, Israel uses a ‘"relative" 
definition of poverty, in which 
poverty is characterized-by income 
- compared to the average national. 

For asingle perepn^ 1^1,250 rep- 
resents the poverty line. For a family 
of four, it’s IS233.600. A family of 10 
earning -IS438,000 or less is consi- 
dered to be be Death the poverty line. 

On the subject of child allo- 
wances. Baruch said that in 1983, 
there was a 12 per cent drop in the 
real value of each child allowance 
point. However, because of the 
general decline in wages in 1983, the 
actual cash allowances remained 
steady, indeed in some instances 
actually slightly increasing. That 
held for large families. For smaller 
families with one to three children, 
there was a real decline in the allo- 
wance, relative to wages.

Hospital forced to send patients home

been sent home from the Rambam 
Hospital after 120 of the 800 beds 
were taken out of service due to 
financing restrictions, Meir Cohen, 
chairman of the works committee at 
the hospital told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

He charged that many of the pa- 
tients were released before their 
treatment had been completed. 

The number of operations had 
also been cut and services in several 


departments drastically reduced, 
although urgent cases were being 
handled, said Cohen. 

Despite these money-saving mea- 
sures, the hospital was still short of 
food, medicines, linen and equip- 
ment, be said. 

The Post learned that scheduled 
surgery for five heart patients was 
being held up because the hospital 
does not have pace-makers. 

Cohen said they had been in- 
formed that the restrictions would 
continue until April, when the hos- 
pital is due to receive a new budget 
for the 1985-86 fiscal year.

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Soviets to open nuclear plants for inspection 


VIENNA. (Reuter). - The Soviet 
Union and the International Atomic. 
Energy Agency (IAEA) said yester- 
day they would sign an accord today 
opening Soviet nuclear plants to in- 
spection for the first time. 

Andrei Petrosyants. chairman of 
Moscow's Stare Committee on Uti- 
lization of Atomic Energy, will sign 
the “safeguards" accord with IAEA 
Director General Hans Blix. 

The IAEA, founded in 1957 to 
foster peaceful uses of atomic ener- 


gy, has 12 members and under its 
Safeguards system sends inspectors 
to monitor the fuel Cycles of civil 
nuclear plants. 

Members which acquired nuclear 
weapons before joining the agency 
are not obliged to sign Safeguards 
accords but the U.S.. Britain and 
France did so voluntarily. 

Safeguards agreements apply to 
civilian nuclear plants and arc de- 
signed to prevent the undetected 


diversion of civilian nuclear material 
to military projects. 

The system is a major bulwark of 
the 1970 International Treaty on 
Non-Proliferation of Nuclear 
Weapons (NPT), signed by 120 
countries and up for review in 
September. The NPT is designed to 
prevent the emergence of new nuc- 
lear weapons states. 

The IAEA has long encouraged 
the Soviet Union and China to sign 
voluntary agreements to boost confi- 


dence in Safeguards. 

China is now the only declared 
nuclear weapons state not to submit 
to inspections. China, which joined 
the IAEA last year, says the system 
is against Third World* interests be- 
cause it favours the advanced 
world’s monopoly on nuclear 
weapons. 

India, which has exploded a nuc- 
lear device . also has nuclear facilities 
not inspected by the IAEA. 


Vietnamese official calls toxic gas reports slander 


JAKARTA, Indonesia. - A senior Vietnamese 
official yesterday. dismissed as slander allegations 
by Thailand that Vietnam was using toxic gas 
against Kampuchean guerrillas on the Thai- 
Kampuchean border. 

Pham Binh. director of Hanoi’s Institute of 
International Relations, told a press conference 
here: “These are only slander, these reports. 

Pham Binh. who was visiting Jakarta for a 
conference with Indonesia's Institute of Strategic 
Studies, said repeated allegations of the use of 
toxic gas had been made in the past two years and 
thev too were slander. 


Indonesian officials said the gas issue was not 
raised at the Jakarta meeting although the Kam- 
puchean conflict was one of the main topics of 
discussion. 

Thai Foreign Ministry officials said in Bangkok 
on Tuesday that Thailand had filed a protest at the 
UN over the use of toxic chemical weapons. 

Thai army officials said they had conclusive 
proof of Vietnam's use of chemical weapons in the 
form of four gas-canying rockets which fell on the 
Thai village of Sanor Chanagn 65 kms. northeast 
of the border town of Aranyaprathet. 

Meanwhile, Vietnamese troops, trying to take a 


hilltop in Thailand, clashed with Thai forces early 
yesterday, killing an officer and seriously wound- 
ing two soldiers, a Thai official said. 

It was the second reported encounter between 
the two sides in recent days. 

Armed forces commander Gen. Arthit 
Kamlang-ek told reporters the Thais and Viet- 
namese exchanged artillery fire as Hanoi's sol- 
diers attempted to take a hill in Thailand's Burir- 
am province. He said the Vietnamese later were 
forced back into Cambodia, where they are bat- 
tling Cambodian resistance groups. (Reuter. AP) 


Tight security, bribery charges in Kuwaiti election 


KUWAIT (Reuter). - Kuwaitis 
started voting yesterday for a new 
parliament amid tight ballot-box 
security aimed at guaranteeing fair 
play in elections marred by charges 
of irregularities, and characterized 
by an extremely limited franchise. 

Only some 56.S4S men. 3.5 per 
cent of Kuwait's population, are 
eligible to choose deputies from 321 
candidates running for the next four- 
year term of the 5H-member Nation- 
al Assembly. 

Political parties are not allowed 


and candidates run on individual 
merit, although most have tribal or 
religious ties. 

“Money is an important factor for 
wooing voters." the Kuwait Times 
reported Tuesday. “The price of a 
vote in areas away from the city 
ranges between 500 and 1,500 dinars 
($1,650 to 55.000). 

Voting rights are limited to 
Kuwaiti males over the age of 21 
without criminal records and able to 
rrace their origins in the state back to 


1920. Citizens in the armed forces or 
police are not permitted to vote. 

With criticism of the government 
over its handling of the economy, 
attempts to alter the constitution, 
and the limited franchise, election 
campaigns have featured strong 
attacks on candidates and others for 
interfering in the democratic pro- 
cess. 

The assembly is the only elected 
parliament in Gulf Arab countries, 
and can initiate laws and alter or 
reject state bills. Full results would 


be known this morning, officials 
said. 

One candidate reported to police 
last week he bad been shot three 
times by unidentified gunmen after 
he had resisted pressure to with- 
draw. He escaped unhurt. 

Charges of bribery have been rife, 
and included recent allegations in 
the outgoing parliament that foreign 
embassies had put up money for 
candidates they wished to see in the 
assembly. 


Sudanese, alleging persecution, cross border to Ethiopia 


ITANG . Ethiopia ( Reuter). - Hundreds of south- 
ern Sudanese are crossing into Ethiopia every day 
and UN refugee workers say they are alleging 
systematic and brutal repression by troops from 
the mainly Moslem north of their troubled coun- 
try. 

Accord ine to the UN High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR). 67.243 Sudanese from the 
Christian and pagan southern half of the country 
have registered at ltang, 60km. from Ethiopia's 
border with Sudan, since 1983. 

Up to 400 more are arriving every day, some 
after a month-long walk, and according to 


UNHCR officials they are accusing Sudan’s Presi- 
dent Ja'afarNumeiri of a widespread campaign of 
terror against southerners since he imposed Sharia 
(Islamic) law on the whole of his country in 
September 19S3. 

The Marxist Ethiopian government, which de- 
nies Sudanese charges of backing rebels in south- 
ern Sudan, estimates that 120.000 refugees have 
fled into Ethiopia since 1983. 

One new arrival, Justin Yac Arop, told journal- 
ists recently that northern troops in the Upper 
Nile province of southern Sudan killed anyone 
suspected of sympathy with anti-Sharia rebels. 


“The Sudanese army surrounds a southern 
village suspected of harbouring one of the rebel 
fronts fighting Khartoum." said Arop, who de- 
scribed himself as a former minister for rural 
development in a defunct southern Sudanese 
administration. . . 

“The people are forced into their huts at 
gunpoint and the whole village is set on fire." 

Arop. who was educated in Britain, said 
Numeiri's aim appeared to' be to depopulate 
southern Sudan so that rebels would not hinder 
the production of oil, vital to Sudan's cnimbling 
economy. 


Pakistan plans elections but Zia plays it safe 


ISLAMABAD ( Reuter). - Pakistan 
next week holds’ its first general 
election in eight years, with the milit- 
.ary. government .of President 
Mohammad Zia ul-Haq aiming to 
replace traditional political leaders 
by faces more to its own liking. 

Zia. who called off two earlier 
polls because the leftist opposition 
seemed set to win. says he wants an 
“Islamic democracy" but believes 
Pakistan too unstable to allow a 
return of the tumultuous party poli- 
tics of the 1970s. 

So he has banned parties, disqual- 
ified candidates and greatly limited 
campaigning to allow a free field for 
government backers, while keeping 
the opposition from creating the 
kind of street protests and strife that 
preceded his 1977 coup. 

A roundup of opposition leaders 
calling for the poll’s boycott began 
last month and the military has now 
arrested or detained all of them. 

More than 1.100 candidates are 
running on an individual basis for the 
127 elected seats in the national 
assembly. With their eyes on neigh- 
bouring Afghanistan, the U.S. and 
other Western nations are backing 
Zia. seeing him as the key to a 
continued flow of arms and supplies 
to Moslem guerrillas fighting the 
Soviet- backed Kabul government. 

Despite Zia's actions, many of the 
candidates are leaders of the old 
families, tribes and interest groups 



that have long dominated this poor 
country of more than 90 million 
people. 

Some are even former members of 
the banned parties which say the poll 
will not revive democracy. 

This has raised the question 
whether the poll will lead to the new 
era of enlightened and controlled 
politics Zia wants or leave the coun- 
try with a government lacking the 
authority to rule. 

“My prediction is that they will 
not be able to hold that government 
for six months." says Ghulam Mus- 
tafa Jatoi. acting head of the large 
Pakistan People’s Party (PPP) and a 


leading figure in the 11-party Move- 
ment for the Restoration of Demo- 
cracy (MRD). 

The president, who took nine 
months before scheduling the polls 
he had promised within 90 days, says 
he wants to end the divisive situation 
he says brought Pakistan to the brink 
of civil war under former PPP prime 
minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, over- 
thrown by Zia and later hanged. 

Zia appears to be building a sys- 
tem based on the limited democracy 
introduced in Turkey by his personal 
friend. General Kenan Evren. 

An army-led national security 
council would oversee political life 


as in Turkey and parties might be 
re-established in a limited number as 

„.they were in Ankara.. -

! ( (deut, Zia ’ assured himself .allotted \ 
five years in power by calling a snap/ 
referendum on his Islamic reforms 
last December and interpreting the 
result as a mandate to stay on. 

He now plans to amend the sus- 
pended 1973 constitution to change 
the country from a British-style par- 
liamentary system to a presidential 
form of government as in Turkey or 
France. 

The national assembly will open 
on March 23, probably to confirm 
the referendum result and pass an 
indemnity act protecting Zia and 
others from treason charges for. 
abrogating the constitution and rul- 
ing by fiat for almost eight years. 

A few months after that - Zia was 
careful never to reveal when - mar- 
tial law is to be lifted and the presi- 
dent should give up his powerful 
position as chief of army staff. 

If all goes well, the new politicians 
should establish themselves during- 
the five-year life of the assembly, 
outranking the traditional leaders 
and then beating them in less con- 
trolled general elections next time. ; 

While the plan seems smooth in 
theory, many Pakistani and foreign 
observers argue that the country is 
too unstable for anyone to put good 
odds on it working. 



Thatcher to Congress: 

Arms talks will be hard 


WASHINGTON (AP). - British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, 
predicting that arms talks between 
the superpowers will be difficult, 
yesterday warned the West to expect 
a Soviet political offensive "calcu- 
lated to create infirmity of purpose, 
to impair resolve and even to arouse 
fear in the hearts of our people." 

In an address to a joint meeting of 
Congress, the prime minister also 
firmly endorsed research into Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan's controversial 
anti-missile defence programme and 
praised his four-year massive arms 
buildup, which she said induced the 
Soviets to renew their interest in 
bargaining. 


“Let us be under no illusions: It is 
our strength, not their goodwill that 
has brought the Soviet Union to the 
negotiating table in Geneva, she 
declared. 

Thatcher said the nuclear arms 
talks that open in Geneva on March 
12 between the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union "will be intricate, complex 
and demanding." adding: "We 
should not expect too much too 
soon." 

The prime minister arrived in 
Washington on Tuesday night. After 
her speech, she was to begin two 
days of meetings with Reagan and 
top administration officials. 


Spanish plane crashed into 
hill that ‘wasn’t on its maps’ 


BILBAO (AP). - The head of a 
pilots’ union said yesterday that the 
113 metre television tower clipped by 
an Iberia Airlines Boeing 727 before 
it crashed in flames does not appear 
on maps used by the airline's pilots. 
All 148 people on board Tuesday’s 
flight were lolled. 

Rescue parties continued their 
search in heavy fog and subfreezing 
temperatures yesterday for victims 
of the crash, the third in Spain in the 
past 14 months. A civil defence 
spokesman said the remains of 80 
per cent of the victims had been 
removed from pine-covered Oiz 
Hill, about 29km. from Bilbao. 

Manuel Lopez, head of the union 
of Spanish Commercial Airline 


Pilots, said in Madrid that neither 
the 1,026-metre hill nor the televi- 
sion tower appear on the 1981 
approach maps used by Iberia pilots 
flying to Bilbao in northern Spain's 
Basque country. 

The airline president. Carlos Espi- 
nosa de Los Monteros. confirmed 
Lopez's statement, but made no 
additional comment. 

Airline officials dismissed claims 
that a bomb planted by Basque 
separatists caused the crash on Tues- 
day . They said they did not know the 
cause of the crash. But they were 
trying to determine why the plane 
was flying 275 metres below normal 
altitude.

She was found by a ranger nearly five hours after the attack, but she could 
not be taken to a hospital in Darwin until yesterday because flooding in the 
park made travel very difficult. 

Iran banishes drug addicts to Gulf island 

TEHERAN (Reuter). - Iran has banished 500 drug addicts with police 
records to a colony on an island in the Gulf. Teheran Radio said yesterday. 

The colony was set up last year to wean drug users from their addiction. Its 
location has not been given. 

Marcos rules out rumoured early elections 

MANILA (Reuter). - Philippine President Ferdinand Marcos yesterday, 
dismissed as ridiculous speculation that presidential elections scheduled for 
19S7 might be held ahead of schedule. 

Marcos was quoted as saying an election could not be held before 19S7 
without amending the constitution, “and there's no way to do it with the 
present situation in the national assembly." 

Philippine mayor slams door, shoots self dead. 

MANILA (Reuter). - The mayor of a northern Philippine town was shot 
dead on Tuesday night when he slammed his car door on a cocked pistol 
■ tucked in his belt, police said. 

They said his driver tried to rush Candaba Mayor Gonzaloo Palin to 
hospital but the car ran out of petrol on the way.

prosaic, too mundane to deserve his 
immediate attention. 

As two Israeli commuters far from 
home for extended periods of time, 
we often sat into the small hours of 
tbe morning in the mid-town offices 
of Ampal in New York City and 
swapped tales - dtizbarim . We dis- 
covered a remarkable identity of 
views, a common Weltanschauung. 
Despite discrepancies in geography 
our roots were similar. Of the utmost 
significance was that this widely 
heralded “technocrat," initiator of 
large-scale and complex internation- 
al financial projects, hobnobbeT with 
international bankers and industrial 
titans, steadfastedly adhered to a 
definite political and socio-economic 
outlook — to an ideology which 
emanated from his pioneering youth 
movement days in the Tnu'a 
Hameuhedet, from the kibbutz, 
from Hevrat Ovdim. We were both 
committed doves, although I 
perhaps the more flamboyant. 

THE REVOLUTION which 
Ya’acov Levinson wrought in Hevrat 
Ovdim , in Bank HapoaJim. in 


Ampal and in the labour and public 
economy as a whole, are legendary 
and a diy, repetitive recital of facts 
and statistics are redundant here. 
With his farsighted vision, tenacity, 
and tremendous capacity for work, 
he shattered concepts and barriers 
on all fronts and blazed new trails for 
others to follow. 

He strove for perfection and suc- 
ceeded in gathering round him de- 
spite the “austere" image, a devoted 
cadre of economists, financial ex- 
perts, legal and administrative per- 
sonnel - who will forever revere 
Ya’acov Levinson, both for the man 
that he was, his dynamic work mores 
and the sweep and scope of his . 
achievements. 

And bow sadly these characteris- 
tics are needed and lacking in this 
apoplectic period today. One can 
ony make conjecture as to what 
Levinson's daring and drive, his 
tendency to plunge forward and con- 
front head on the problems besetting 
the economic calamities we face to- 
day, could have made.

and change. Bank Hapoalim, the 
architect of its progress. Ampal 
whose phenomenal growth under his 
leadership was about to soar to new 
international dimensions - its vision- 
ary leader - cut down in his prime, at 
the height of his powers. And I have 
lost a dear friend and mentor. Our 
lives are the emptier for the great 
void created in his wake. 

How does one create a living 
memorial for such a man, one that 
will not just perpetuate his memory 
but will breathe life into the concepts 
and ideas that he advanced and

promoted so energetically in a life- 
time, so tragically and prematurely 
terminated? No cold edifice or static 
institution can suffice for such a 
dynamic personality. 

Fortunately, through the initiative 
of the family, Ampal and the Israel- 
Diaspora Institute at the Tel Aviv 
University, under the able lead- 
ership of Professors Haim Ben 
Sbachar and Arik Cannon, and a 
group of devoted friends, a concept 
has crystallized which embodies a 
living and continuing memorial to 
Ya’acov Levinson and constitutes a 
true reflection of his creed and for its 


ongoing implementation. 

The concept of the Ya'acov Levin- 
son Centre already boasts a disting- 
uished list of sponsors in Israel, 
made up of leaders of government, 
industry and finance, the academic 
world, the media, writers, thinkers, 
intellectuals. A similar list of spon- 
sors is in the process of being drawn 
up abroad. 

LEVINSON RECOGNIZED that a 
renewed blossoming of the Israeli 
economy and the revitalization 
thereof, would be possible only if it 
could be integrated into the world- 
market. and be transformed into an 
export-intensive, high technology 
based economy. 

His creed stemmed from his deep- 
rooted belief in Israel's real indust- 
rial and scientific potential . awaiting 
a means of release. He was commit- 
ted to the awareness that the direct 
assistance and involvement of Di- 
aspora Jews as well as Israel's many 
friends in the international business 
community could effectively mater- 
ialize that potential. 

The Ya'acov Levinson Centre for 
the advancement of Israel's position 
in the international business com- 
munity set forth as its goal to actively 
continue, in Israel and overseas, the 
work of that too soon departed fi- 
gure. The centre will be incorpo- 
rated within the Israei-Diaspora In- 
stitute which is located within the Tel 
Aviv University campus. 

The centre will promulgate its re- 
search activities at an international 
congress to be held annually in Israel 
to which academicians, researchers, 
and businessmen from Israel and 
overseas will be invited. It is be- 
lieved that tbe centre can acquire a 


prestige and reputation that will 
raise it to the top ranks in its field 
worldwide. 

But perhaps the greatest living 
monument which one can erect in his 
memory is to continue and grow 
tenfold in that area of activity to 
which he devoted the latter period of 
his life: the mobilization of finance 
and investment capital in foreign 
currency from world Jewry through 
the medium of an American-lsraeii 
subsidiary - as a springboard for 
investment in and development of 
the Israel economy. 

The medium which he chose was 
Ampal whose balance sheet, under 
his direction, grew within a relatively 
short period of time from $152 mil- 
lion to 51 billion and whose net 
profits after taxes alrcadv trans- 
cended the SI 7m. figure -99per cent 
of which were invested in Israeli 
companies. 

His far-sighted vision saw this 
bridge being constructed “as not vet 
wide enough to allow sufficient traf- 
fic and that more time and effort 
would be needed to widen it into a 
very sizeable bridge... and that it 
indeed would become a sizeable 
bridge since Ampal is carrying an 
important message" (from the 
“Ampal Concept: A Unique Tool in 
Israel's Economic Growth," by 
Ya'acov Levinson). 

Let us continue to give further 
meaning to his vision and dream by 
following in the path he blazed and 
paved and ever widen that bridge, as 
if he were still here beside us. 

May his memory be blessed.

Mormon 

case

THE CHURCH of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints, better known as 
the Mormons, are one of the fastest- 
growing religious groups in the 
world. 

That alone is enough to make 
them suspect to many Jewish reli- 
gious groups and individuals, but 
when their rapid growth - and policy 
of active missionary activity - is 
combined with the fact that they are 
building a multi-miUton-doUar in- 
stitution on a choice piece of Jeru- 
salem property, on Mt. Scopus, not 
far from the Hebrew University and 
.overlooking the .Temple Mount, 
then suspicion often turns to fear and 
even animosity. 

Seeking to allay suspicions, a high- 
level delegation from the Mormon 
Church and Brigham Young Uni- 
versity met recently with members of 
The Jerusalem Post editorial staff. 
They included BYU president Jef- 
frey Holland, Dr. David Galbraith, 
resident director of its programme in 
Israel, Fred Schwendiman, BYU 
vice president for support services.

who has come to live in Israel for a 
few years, and Robert Taylor, in 
charge of BYU’s travel studies. 

Representing the church were 
Elders Howard Hunter and James 
Faust, two of the 12 apostles who 
determine church policy. The speak- 
ers stressed that the Mt. Scopus 
facility is an arm of the university, 
and not of the church. 

“We are certainly not here to 
proselytize,” Galbraith told The 
Post staff. 

He noted that there had been a 
Mormon presence in the country 
since 1969, when members met in 
each other’s homes for prayers. 
Now, he added, the university prog- 
ramme provides religious services 
for the handful of church members 
who are in Israel for professional 
reasons. In this, he added, the Jeru- 


salem programme is no different 
from other university extension 
programmes in, sav, London or 
Vienna. 

On a theological level, they ex- 
press a great interest in the ingather- 
ing of the Jewish People in this land, 
and they see it as the fulfilment of 
prophecy. But on a political level, 
there is an attempt to be far more 
“even-handed.” Jewish lecturers on 
the history of Zionism are balanced 
by Arab faculty members presenting 
the Arab point of view. The centre 
has links with the Hebrew Universi- 
ty, but it also has ties with Bir Zeit 
and Bethlehem Universities. 

When tbe students complete their 
one-semester or one-year course, 
Galbraith noted, “They will be more 
confused, but better informed.” 
They will go back to the U.S. as 


“ambassadors for this pan of the 
world.” he said, correcting impress- 
ions in the U.S. that “Jerusalem is 
burning" with unrest and violence. 

Of the 80 or so students a year, 
which BYU' hopes to double after 
the Mt. Scopus building is com- 
pleted, many return home to change 
their major to archeology, political 
science, or Near Eastern studies. In 
the future, with the new centre. 
BYU also hopes to send adult educa- 
tion groups for periods up to several 
months. 

In its relations with local resi- 
dents. BYU hopes to “tread the fine 
line between good neighbourliness 
and interference." welcoming visi- 
tors to concerts and cultural prog- 
rammes and to use the library, but 
stopping short of missionary work or 
competition with local institutions. 


BOYS IN ISRAEL score higher on 
math and verbal tests than girls a 
result of their risk-taking upbring- 
ing. 

This is the conclusion of a study 
recently completed by Dr. Marilyn 
Safir, a senior lecturer in behaviou- 
ral psychology and head of the 
women's studies programme at the 
University of Haifa. 

In the U.S. some scientists believe 
that most differences between men 
and women can be explained biolo- 
gically. They see men developing left 
brain superiority, and consequently 
scoring higher scores on math tests, 
while women with diffuse brain de- 
velopment score higher in verbal 
skills: 

However, tbe test results of Israeli 
students used to determine admis- 
sion to programmes for gifted stu- 
dents, “are challenging these scien-

fists’ theories," Dr. Safir bolds. The 
test results, collated over a number 
of years, show that Israeli boys score 
higher in both the math and verbal 
sections. 

“The only logical explanation is 
cultural ,” Safir maintains. 

A close study of the tests showed 
that there was a greater number of 
math problems that gave boys an 
advantage. But, the vital difference 
discovered was that girls answered 
far fewer questions than boys, who 


tended to answer all questions 
though making more mistakes. 

“This is an example of ‘risk-taking 
behaviour' and indicates the girls' 
lack of self-esteem.’* Safir main- 
tains. 

In Israeli society, parents are cul- 
turally conditioned to value boys, 
most of whom are called upon to risk 
their lives in the defence of the 
country, providing them with risk- 
taking characteristics. Moreover, 
“'teachers tend to evaluate boys 
higher than girls. I feel this to be a 


reflection on our culture because six- 
to eight-year-old boys are unruly and 
cause more problems for teachers 
than girls do. At these ages the girtf' 
physical development makes it 
easier for them to work and concen- 
trate in class.” Safir says. 

She believes the situation should 
be corrected by replacing books con- 
taining sex-stereotyped situations in 
which mostly boys take risks. A 
similar change in approach is needed 
in material shown on TV. Another 
factor is the way tests are written. 
Above all. people need to be edu- 
cated about women, the feminist 
holds. 

“Unfortunately the current eco- 
nomic situation renders this almost 
impossible because of funding cut- 
backs for school programmes and 
materials." she says regretfully.

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Industry Ministry promises speedy adjustment of the law 

No tax on export promotion

. *“* - ~ The absurditv of an 

industrial exporter having to pay a 15 
per cent tax on the costs of market 
research and promotion aimed at 
breaking into the U.S. market - or 
any other market - will soon be 
rectified. Yehoshua Forer. director- 
general of the Ministrv of Industry 
and Trade, said yesterday. He was 
speaking at a forum held by Techen 
Products, an organization which 
promotes and sells the products of 
factories in 37 kibbutzim, most of 
which are affiliated with the Kibbutz 
Ha artzi movement. His statement 
came in reply to a question why the 
government was placing additional 
obstacles in the way of exporters. 

Forer said that discussions were 
already being held with Finance 
Ministry officials to exempt expor- 
ters from the tax. 

The tax was originally aimed at 
forcing Israelis going abroad on trips 
and vacations to pay the same 15 per 
cent tax on “services ordered here 
but obtained abroad" that they pay 
when buying foreign currency. 
When the law was passed, ministry 
officials did not think it would slow 
down the country’s export drive. 


would help Israelis to set up such 
marketing networks, sales offices 
and warehouses abroad, “but gov- 
ernment help does not mean that the 
government will take the initiative; it 
is up to the exporters to do that.” 
Small and medium-sized industries 
should not try to “go it alone.” but 
form into groups, he added. 

The Free Trade Area agreement 
with the U.S. would probably be 
signed this June, and Israel would be 
given about a decade to phase out its 
system of customs duties. “We must 
penetrate the huge American mar- 
ket, and we must even think of 
penetrating the Latin American 
markets,” Forer said. 

He added that his ministry would 
do everything to help the Export 
Institute in its activities abroad, and 
it would also see to it that promises 
would be kept to maintain R & D 
budgets in 1986 at a high level. 

On the home front, the govern- 
ment would invest $800 million to 
$900m. in 1986 in the form of grants 
and loans to new industries. But the 
loans would be reduced in size, so 
they could be spread over many 
more ventures. 


Forer said that he believed, “and 
it is also a belief held by everybody in 
authority.” that Israel's future lay in 
industrial exports. 

“We have gone through two 
stages in regard to industrializa- 
tion,” be said. “The first stage was to 
decide what to manufacture, the 
second was to find funds to build the 
factories. Now we are in the third 
stage - finding markets." 

If any foreign investor was in- 
terested in helping Israel, he should 
concentrate not so much on invest- 
ing money in building a factory in 
Israel, but in setting up a marketing 
organization in his home country, 
which would move the goods, he 
said. 

The government, on its part. 


Turning to the present law con- 
cerning foreign companies “dump- 
ing” their goods in Israel, Forer said 
it would be changed. At present, the 
burden of proof lay on Israeli indus- 
trialists showing that a foreign com- 
pany is engaged in “dumping.” Since 
this was next to impossible to do, the 
future law would impose the burden 
of proof on Israeli importers, who 
would have to show that the goods 
they were bringing into the country 
were not part of a “dumping” effort. 

Avraham Oren, who is in charge 
of procurement in the Defence 
Ministry, thought that the Free 
Trade Area agreement would not be 
the blessing that most Israelis consi- 
dered it. “The Americans are 
aggressive in their sales campaigns.” 
he said. 

As for selling in the U.S., he said. 


the Israelis would have to learn to be 
there at the right time, with the right 
goods, with the right promotional 
campaign, with the right quality, and 
at the right price. 

This was indeed a tall order, for 
when an American said he would 
deliver something, he invariably did 
so, meeting all terms of the contract. 
“But all too many Israelis had a 
“trust me" syndrome. They promised 
something, and when they couldn't 
come through, they indulged in 
fairy-tale excuses.” he said. 

Oren was pessimistic about the 
chances of convincing the Amer- 
icans to let Israelis carry out a certain 
percentage of the work on alloca- 
tions given by their administration 
for Israel’s defence. He noted that 
the Americans were not giving Israel 
funds, but the equivalent in goods. 
The Americans were not interested 
in “exporting employment" to 
Israel. They wanted American 
workers to have the jobs. 

After lengthy discussions, the 
Americans had decided to allow 15 
percent of the equipment to be built 
by Israeli subcontractors. Oren said. 
‘“But now they apparently are mov- 
ing in a new direction/ They are 
willing to increase direct financial 
aid. while reducing the work given to 
Israelis.” 

Oren thought that once Israelis 
were squeezed out of making this 15 
per cent, the direct financial aid 
would be cut. 

Regarding the Defence Ministry's 
policy of placing orders within 
Israel, he thought drat no such order 
should be for more than 30 per cent 
of a plant’s total capacity. ““This is 
for the plant's own good.

Knesset panel 
approves

The government would bave to 
pay interest plus linkage to the Con- 
sumer Price Index on any late pay- 
ments it makes to local authorities, 
under a plan approved by the In- 
terior Committee on Tuesday.

Yekutiel Fedennann wants government leaders to set example 

Industrialist calls for austerity

HAIFA. - Stringent austerity at 
home and cooperation with the U.S. 
to rescue Israel's financial credibility 
are advocated by veteran industrial- 
ist Yekutiel Federmann. in order to 
save the country's economic future. 

“We must stop spending like 
drunken sailors. Workers must 
waive all wage demands and the rest 
of us accept a stiff levy as our share in 
austerity. As an employer of several 
thousand workers in industrial and 
tourist enterprises. I know they are 
ready for sacrifices, provided the 
burden is shared by alh" Federmann 
told The Jerusalem Post here recent- 
ly. 

“The unity government was estab- 
lished to save the economy. But 
instead of concentrating on policies 
that can unify the country, the Likud 
partners stress everything that can 
lead to a break-up." he said. 

He suggested that our government 
propose to the U.S. administration 
that it deposit 10 per cent of its aid to 
Israel over the next ten years in U.S. 
banks, to build up a reserve and 
strengthen Israel's ability to repay its 
debts. 

“Simultaneously our government 
must set aside $1 billion from its 
annual budget as well as from 
U.J.A. and Bonds revenues. This, 
together with a widespread savings 
programme here, may help rebuild 
our financial standing in the world.” 
he said. 


He rejected the argument that the 

country can't make so severe a 
budget cut. “We simply have to. our 
financial credibility is as crucial for 
our survival as are defence, educa- 
tion and welfare." 

Fedennann holds that while the 
government's economic strategy 
may be right, its tactics are all wrong. 
In no free country do the ministers 
engage in so much public discussion 
of financial measures before they are 
taken. This only confuses the public, 
fosters panic buying and gives the 
dishonest all the time they need to 
evade the effects of the proposed 
measures. 

All over the world, when a gov- 
ernment plans a devaluation, the 
cabinet is informed at the last mo- 
ment and the measure is announced 
on Friday afternoon, after tbe banks 
close for the weekend. “Here, we 
have ministers publicly debating the 
virtues of a big or small devaluation, 
giving the public all the time in the 
world to foil its intended effect.” he 
complained. 

At the same time, ministers vie 
with each other in public descrip- 
tions of how they are going to fight 
black capital, allowing owners of 
undeclared money leeway to smug- 
gle it abroad or go on a buying spree 
that stokes inflation. Switzerland 
since World War □ has twice laun- 
ched successful operations to mop 
up black capital. “Why not learn 
from them?” he asked. 

Federmann was a pioneer of 


Israel's hotel and tourist industry, 
discovered oil at Heletz in 1955 and 
was a founder, with Baron Roth- 
schild. of the pipeline venture. 

“As part of our austerity we must 
tax foreign travel and limit the 
amount of travel dollars. These steps 
are justified both to save foreign 
currency and for moral reasons. It is 
ridiculous to censure these measures 
as limiting our freedom. Even such 
countries as Britain. France and 
Holland have at different times li- 
mited travel dollars to save their 
economies." he said. 

To advance our economic inde- 
pendence we must promote exports 
at all costs, granting whatever incen- 
tives are necessary. Federmann 
thinks. 

“If the government once more 
assumes leadership of the people 
and provides personal examples, 
there is no limit to what we can do." 
he said. 

An immediate start for leadership 
by example might be the elimination 
of the distressing sight of two dozen 
luxury cars outside the cabinet office 
every week. “In Switzerland, which 
is doing quite well, ministers think 
nothing of taking a tram or train. If 
we want to start living according to 
our means, we must begin from the 
top. Doing away with a few dozen 
chauffeur-driven limousines for the 
government may not save the coun- 
try, but it will boost public morale 
and faith in our leaders.” Feder- 
mann Mid 


Sweden to limit investment in S. Africa 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter). - 
Sweden's Social Democratic Gov- 
ernment plans to tighten already 
stringent laws limiting investment by 
Swedish companies in South Africa'. 

The action is intended to express 
Sweden's abhorrence at the repub- 
lic’s apartheid policies. 

A bill to be debated by parliament 
today will make it illegal to sell 
vehicles and electronics to the South 
African police and military. 

It will also forbid granting loans to 
the South African state, whose apar- 
theid system segregates the majority 
blacks from the minority whites who 
rule. Arms sales to Pretoria are 
already banned. 

The government hopes the bill, 
which is assured an easy passage, will 
become law in the northern spring, 
putting Sweden once again in the 
vanguard of international moves to 
isolate Pretoria by encouraging dis- 
investment. 

South Africa's President P.W. 
Botha, criticizing U.S. anti- 
apartheid campaigners for advocat- 
ing a pullout by American business 
in his country, said on January 31 


that any withdrawal of foreign in- 
vestment would lead to a bloodbath. 
But the Swedish government is 
pressing ahead undaunted. 

A 1979 law banning any new direct 
Swedish investment in South Africa 
and Namibia (South West Africa) 
will be toughened to forbid com- 
panies from leasing plants, equip- 
ment and vehicles. 

Spokesmen for some of the 11 
companies involved say the new res- 
trictions will be a further impedi- 
ment to their activities in South 
Africa, but will not force them out of 
business there. 

But the government wants to set 
an example to other nations. 


Some businessmen say existing 
regulations have succeeded only in 
damaging Swedish companies. 

' Norwegian Commerce and Ship- 
ping Minister Asbjoem Haugstvedt 
has said Norway would cut South 
African imports in half i $ 1985.. 

• U.S. Senator Edward Kennedy 
completed a Soutb-African tour last 
month and pledged to promote anti- 
apartheid legislation in the Senate.

Groups oppose local vehicle assembly

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Dollar inarches ever higher 


LONDON (AP). - The dollar con- 
tinned its upward march on Euro-, 
pean foreign exchange markets 
yesterday, shattering more, records 
despite an announcement of a looser 
U.S. monetary policy. Gold prices 
were little changed. 

The U.S. currency hit all-time 
highs against the French franc and 
Italian lire and rose to 13-year highs 
against the West German mark and 
Dutch guilder. But it lost ground 
against the Swiss franc. 

- The British pound closed at 
S1.0870, equal to the pound’s all- 
time European closing low set on 
February 12 and less expensive than 
late Tuesday's SI. 0932. 

Currency dealers said the dollar, 
which has broken records on 12 oi 
February’s 14 business days, rose 
even higher in early trading but 
eased following a statement by-U.S. 
Federal Reserve board chairman 
Paul Volcker. ; 

In the Fed’s semi-annual report to 
Congress yesterday, Volcker said 
the central bank decided last week to 
raise monetary growth rate targets 
for 1985. 






Looser monetary policy could 
force U.S. interest rates down, thus 
reducing the dollar's attractiveness 
to investors. 

Dealers said markets still are ner- 
vous about central bank interven- 
tion. Although there were no reports 
of intervention yesterday the dealers 
said West. Germany's Bundesbank 
sold $300m. Tuesday. 

In Tokyo, the dollar closed at 
261.00 yen, up from Tuesday's 
260.20. 

Other late dollar rates, compared 
with late Tuesday:

Australian $ crashes 

SYDNEY 1 Reuter}. - The Austra- 
lian dollar crashed to a record low 
yesterday as Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke, his popularity plunging, 
grappled with some of the worst 
domestic and foreign policy crises to 
hit his Labour Government. 

The dollar fell to 66.5- U.S. cents 
on the Australian foreign exchange 
marker, a drop of 6 cents in two days. 

It crumbled earlier in hectic trad- 
ing in New York and a dealer in the 
Chicago branch of an Australian 
commercial bank said: “It's trading 
like a banana republic currency. I 
can't believe it." 

The dollar’s fall by more than 17 
per cent against the U.S. dollar this 
mouth stemmed from a combination 
of economic and political troubles, 
including a crippling labour dispute 
in Australia’s northern Queensland 
State. 

Appealing for an end to the two- 
week old power strike which has cost 
millions of dollars a day. Hawke 
said: “The dispute has the potential 
to do serious harm to Australia's 
standing as a reliable exporter." 


Cyprus tightens money 
following budget deficit 

NICOSIA (Reuter). - Monetary 
conditions have been tightened in 
Cyprus in an attempt to offset the 
impact of z rising government 
budget deficit, central bank officials 
said yesterday. The central bank's 
jurisdiction effectively extends only 
over the southern. Greek-Cypriot 
part of the divided island. 

Officials say the concern is that the 
widening' budget deficit is artificially 
inflating demand, particularly for 
consumption goods, which is boost- 
ing imports and inflating the coun- 
try's trade deficit. 

Government forecasts show the 
budget deficit widening to 95 million 
Cypriot pounds (S142m.) this year, 
from a provisional 7 million pounds 
(Slim.) in 1984 and 78.2m. 
(S116.7m.) in 1983. 

The officials said there were signs 
the government was conscious that it 
should limit borrowings abroad. “I 
don't think the government envis- 
ages fresh Euro-borrowing this 
year." said an official.

Slowdown in rise of oil shares 


TEL AVIV. - The oil exploration 
shares continued to lead the market 
yesterday, but their upward swing 
nevertheless continued to slow 
down. Their index rose by 2.57 per 
cent (compared to 4 per cent on the 
previous day), and of the 20 oil 
exploration shares traded, only 10 
rose: seven were firm (in some cases 
demands were met without a rise in 
price) and three fell in price. 

• The best performance was put in 
by Seismica ISl. which soared by 
23.4 per cent, followed by M.G.N. 
options, up by 12.6 per cent. On the 
other hand, both Teroil ISl and 
Teroil TS5 fell by nearly 10 per cent. 

The market itself was mixed, but 
the buyers clearly outpaced the sel- 
lers. The General Share Index rose 
by 0.84 per cent, with the free-shares 
also rising by the same percentage, 
and the “arrangement" shares rising 
by 0.92 per cent. 

With the exception of commercial 
banks not in the “arrangement." 
which fell by 1.48 per cent, and 
general investment companies, 
which felt by 0.14 per cent, all other 
categories rose. 

The solid shares had a mixed day. 
many remaining firm. For example. 
Hassneh. Delek. Gev-Yam 
(Bayside), Elbit. while others, such 
as IDB Development rose by 2 per 
cent. Property & Building by 4.2 per 
cent, and Discount Investment fell 
by 2.7 per cent. 

The three shares which led the 
market (in addition to the oil shares) 
were Lighterage. Arledan and Dex- 
ter. all of which rose by 15 per cent.

The Danot group (two Danot 
shares and one capital note. First 
International and F.I.B.I.) had a 
mixed day yesterday.

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Scandalous affair 

THE PROCEDURES for funding religious and cultural in- 
stitutions in Israel have long been scandalous. .... 

Fortunately there is now some hope for fhe initiation of 
reform in the present corrupt system. This will, paradoxically, 
be due in no small measure to rivalries among the religious 
parties that feed on the system, and between factions within the 
parties. Thus, we may now see the last of the unsavoury 
practice whereby religious parties and factions are granted 
funds, proportional to their parliamentary strength, for dis- 
tribution among their own special institutions at the discretion 

of their individual Knesset members. 

It should be remarked that this special channel represents 
only a small percentage of the total public monies allocated to 
religious institutions. About a year and a half ago the Gere r 
faction within Agudat Yisrael. lacking access to the party 
channels, rebelled against the practice and called for its 
elimination, although it had been introduced by Yoram Aridor 
as finance minister at the behest of the Aguda. The Aguda s 
Council of Tora Sages endorsed the call. Since then the practice 
has come under withering fire from the Supreme Court, the 
attorney-general, the state comptroller and the Knesset State 
Control Committee. 

The committee's chairman has described it as “bordering on 
bribery'." 

Last Sunday the cabinet decided to abolish it, and to 
channel the $9 million of the “special" funds - leaving aside a 
similar kittv of $3.5 million for Shas and Morasha- through the 
Religious Affairs Ministry on the basis of objective criteria. 
The religious affairs minister, Yosef Burg, undertook to draft 
the required criteria jointly with the attorney-general. 

But Dr. Burg is a leader of the National Religious Party, and 
the. Aguda has less faith in the NRP's integrity than in that of 
anv non-religious party. It is, therefore, asking that the funds 
should, at least, be channelled through the Education and 
Culture Ministry, which is headed by the Alignment's Yitzhak 
Navon. Shas and Morasha have also joined in this demand. 

It would, indeed, only be fair to take the allocation of the 
funds out of the hands of any of their present sponsors, so that 
they should be applied to their declared educational and 
cultural purposes, and not for the aggrandizement of political 
parties. But it remains to be seen whether the criteria, when 
they emerge, will be not only objective but reasonable as well. 

Would, for example, the number of students enrolled in 
some institution be considered a sufficient measure of its social 
utility, justifying a decision to charge its cost, at least in part, to 
the Treasury? 

That sort of “objective criterion" currently governs the 
funding of yeshivot throughout Israel. It is entirely numerical: 
the more students a yeshiva claims to have on its rolls, the larger 
its subsidy. 

Now that yeshivot deserve public support is plain enough. 
But the analogy drawn between them and universities is 
absurd. The total number of students in all departments in all 
seven of the country’s universities is 64.000. The precise 
number of yeshiva students is unknown; the figure of 61,000 
sometimes mentioned is probably inflated, but even the true 
number - whose support is not obviously the result of fiddling 
with numbers - cannot be much lower than 50,000. 

Has anyone in authority ever established how many rabbinic- 
al seminaries the country needs? 

But of course Israel’s yeshivot can hardly be described as 
rabbinical seminaries, even though they do, inter alia, produce 
rabbis. What they - with the exception of yeshivot hesder - 
provide is a way of life for their students. 

But before yeshivot. and other similar religious institutions, 
can claim a right to public funding they, like the universities, 
should submit their programmes, number and size to the 
approval of a Higher Education Council that will be guided in 
its decisions by due concern for the state’s financial ability. 

If the yeshivot cannot or will not do this - and there are 
understandable reasons why existing and potential yeshivot 
would not wish to be subject to such state interference - then 
they should not be placed on the Treasury’s rolls.

nan ground forces, on June 9, the 
element of surprise had been lost, 
and Syrian units had been reinforced 
by an additional armoured division 
as well as by numerous commando 
and anti-tank units. 

It was no longer possible to defeat 
the Syrians decisively and this later 
prevented the achievement of one of 
Sharon’s central war aims: to bring 
about the withdrawal of the Syrian 
forces from Lebanon. 

This raised the Maronite Christ- 
ian’s sense of insecurity and made 
them more reluctant to cooperate in 
achieving Sharon’s other war aims: 
the destruction of PLO forces and 
headquarters in Beirut and the crea- 
tion of a unified Lebanon, under 
Maronite Christian domination, that 
would prove able and willing to sign 
a peace treaty with Israel. 

The study finds that disagree- 
ments between Sharon and chief of 
the general staff Rafael Eitan also 
affected the war’s course. While 
Sharon viewed the Syrian forces* 
defeat as the key to Lebanon domes- ■ 
tic restructuring. Eitan placed exclu- 
sive emphasis on the destruction of 
PLO forces and headquarters and 
consequently viewed Beirut and the 


Shouf as deserving the IDFs main 
effort. 

This disagreement was not settled 
prior to the war, and the IDF adv- 
anced into Lebanon without a dear 
consensus, regarding the war’s cen- 
tral focus. 

Members of the Knesset and the 
general public also manifested dis- 
sent regarding most of the war aims. 

This lack of consensus weakened 
Inal's bargaining position in the 
war’s aftermath and reduced Israel’s 
ability to extract post-war political 
gains. TTiis is evidenced by the IDFs 
subsequent unilateral withdrawals. 

Convinced of the merits of “Op- 
eration Oranim” while faced with 
the cabinet's refusal to approve it. 
Sharon felt compelled to present the 
cabinet on June 5 with a modest plan 
calling for a 40-kiJomerre deep 
penetration into Lebanon. As the 
IDF advanced, Sharon succeeded in 
extracting cabinet approval for addi- 
tional movements by presenting 
them as necessary in order to secure 
previous gains. But deceiving the 
cabinet, the Knesset and the public 
as to the war's true aims required 
that such addditonal advanced be 
made piecemeal. The plan could not 
be executed decisively, and this con- 
tributed to its failure. 


Opening the road 
to economic health

AT A TIME when we are cutting our 
budgets and severely controlling 
prices in order to bring down the rate 
of inflation, we must also set our 
minds to Israel's other immediate 
economic problem - that of the ba- 
lance of payments - and to the 
renewal of Israel’s economic growth 
in order to move towards the attain- 
ment of a longer-term goal: econo- 
mic independence. 

In the short run. one can use 
administrative means to reduce the 
deficit; in the long run there is only 
one way to overcome it - through 
increased exports and import sub- 
stitution. 

In order to increase our produc- 
tion for exports and imporr substitu- 
tion, in particular the production of 
sophisticated goods which require a 
great deal of know-how, there is an 
urgent need for capital investment to 
expand existing enterprises and to 
establish new ones. Much of this 
capital investment must come from 
abroad - from the world Jewish 
business community and from non- 
Jewish business interests whose in- 
volvement in the Israeli economy we 
are seeking to increase on a purely 
business basis. 

Israel has many important attri- 
butes for the attraction of such capit- 
al investment: brain power, highly 
qualified manpower, a business 
community, part of which is oriented 


towards high-tech industry, and 
strong links to the international eco- 
nomy. 

Once the free-trade agreement 
between Israel and the U.S. is final- 
ized. Israel will be the only state in 
the world with free-trade agree-, 
ments both with Western Europe 
and with the U.S.. which will place it 
in the unique position of being able 
to act as a production centre for 
exports to both Europe and North 
America. 

POTENTIAL IS NOT what is lack- 
ing in the Israeli economy today. But 
we are not blind to one drawback: 
we know that until the rate of infla- 
tion is reduced, the economy stabil- 
ized and profitability ensured, no 
capital will be invested in Israel. 

We also know that there are furth- 
er steps and measures which we must 
take in order to attract the capital 
investment we so urgently need. 

We must act with all seriousness to 
change the structure of the Israeli 
economy by drastically increasing 
the productive sectors as compared 
to public services. 

We must change the modus oper- 
ands of our economy and create a 
new atmosphere which will encour- 
age development in the desired 
direction. 

Some of the immediate steps that 
must be taken are: to facilitate the 


process of investment in Israel by 
reducing the number of authorities 
currently engaged in the issue and by 
accompanying the investor through 
the initial stages to ensure rapid and 
efficient treatment of each project: 
to vary the system of incentives 
offered’ to foreign investors: to re- 
duce production costs by reducing 
the rates of taxation which must be 
paid by labour employed in export 
industries: to ensure that sufficient 
trained manpower graduates (tom 
our universities and schools of tech- 
nology every year to meet the neces- 
sary demand: to ensure that the 
exchange rate is kept at a level which 
makes exports profitable: and to sell 
some government corporations and 
integrate private capital in others. 

THE ISRAELI EXPORT perform- 
ance. even under the adverse econo- 
mic conditions of the last few years, 
has certainly been impressive. In 
1984 exports amounted to 45 per 
cent of GNP - about $10 billion 
worth of exports compared to a GNP 
of about S22b. 

Exports of Israeli produced R & D 
intensive products went up from 
5750 million in 1979 to $1 .8 billion in 
1984 - an average annual rise of 20 
per cent. 

We believe that by 1989 industrial 
exports alone can reach $10 billion. 
We are currently engaged in setting 
up the framework for regular and 
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direct contacts between those factors 
abroad who have the means, capa- 
bility and desire to invest in Israel, 
and the Israeli business community 
and relevant government author- 
ities. 

To this purpose a task force has 
been established in North America, 
comprising the most prominent Jew- 
ish business figures in the U.S. and 
Canada. 

An Israeli counterpart has also 
been set up. These two groups are 
currently meeting in Jerusalem to 


work out an agenda for the coming 
years and mechanisms for working 
together. 

Once the Israeli Government in- 
troduces the changes, which we all 
know to be so vital, and once the new 
mechanisms are set in motion, the 
road will be open for a new era both 
in relations between Israel and the 
Diaspora and for the Israeli eco- 
nomy. Together we can succeed.

THE PALESTINIAN Arabs who 
fled areas allotted to Jewish 
sovereignty in the 1947 UN Partition 
Plan found a decent reception only 
in Lebanon, among ‘all the Arab 
nations that had urged them to flee 
their homes. 

King Hussein, after the Pan- 
Arabist defeat in 1967. cast aside its 
cruel rule that these refugees must 
be kept in misery in camps as perpe- 
tual propaganda pawns against 
Israel. He then allowed them to 
make the desert East Bank of the 
Jordan “blossom as the rose." to its 
present fruitful state.

O 
Lebanon, that the fire may devour 
thy cedars.” Col. Nasser extorted 
the so-called "Cairo Agreement" 
from the Lebanese Government in 
1969.

"sovereign” control over UNWRA 
camps in Lebanon, which the KGB- 
backed PLO promptly started to arm 
massively, as fortresses for capturing 
the whole country. It also ceded 
“sovereign" rule to the PLO over 
territory bordering Israel, where 
Lebanon bound itself from checking 
the PLO occupation, even when the 
PLO expelled and massacred villa- 
gers who would not co-operate in 
renewing terrorist war against Israel. 

These concessions soon brought 
bloody disaster on the world- 
forsaken Lebanese people. 

After the disastrous 1970 “Black 
September" repulse of the PLO/ 
KGB attempt to capture Jordan, 
they had to re-orchesrrate and then 
launched in 1975 their similar grab 
for Lebanon, to claim the 1969 
“Cairo Agreement" mortgage on 
Lebanon's peace and integrity. 
Western media helped them 
camouflage this conquering grab as a 
"dvil war." 

Most important was the absolute

Most personnel in 
these offices were also Palestinian 
Arabs, because these had access to 
the “news” expected of them. 

For 20 years their effluent had 
been accepted and blandly published 
by Western editors, though often it 
was blatantly not news, but prop- 
aganda against Israel.. With.eyer- 
toughening terrorist policing arid 
monitored by worldwide PLO and 
KGB propaganda apparatuses, this 
West Beirut “news" community be- 
came a virtual PLO adjunct after 
1974. 

Israel had some ability to correct 
the excesses of Beirut-dateline 
"news,” but the Lebanese had neith- 
er the ability nor access to world 
media, to contradict- the PLO/KGB 
big-lie. Israel broke the terrorist 
control, but the West Beirut prop-

ACCESSIBILITY 
TO HANDICAPPED 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - You recently published a 
report giving the statistics of dis- 
abled persons as a result of wars and 
military mishaps. The numbers were 
in the tens of thousands. Daily you 
publish the statistics regarding traffic 
accidents. I’m sure that there are 
many more thousands disabled on 
the roads than from wars. Yet. the 
public awareness of the fate of these 
people is almost non-existent. 

As a temporary resident of the 
Beit Levinstein Rehabilitation Cen- 
tre in Ra’anana for the last four 
months (as a result of a road acci- 
dent), I have painfully realized how 
limited are the entertainment possi- 
bilities for the handicapped in Israel. 

Very few public establishments 
are built without stairs - which pre- 
cludes our use of them. It would be 
asking too much, and certainly im- 
practical to expea every public 
establishment (theatres, cinemas, 
concert halls and restaurants) to re- 
construct their entrances so as to 
make them accessible to wheelchairs 
or crutches. 

What would be easier is a volun- 
tary system whereby all listings of 
places of entertainment (newspaper 
ads, phone directories, tourist book- 
lets, posters) would carry a small 
symbol (perhaps a wheelchair) 
which wovdd indicate accessibility to 
handicapped people. Many of us are 
only limited in our movements and 
would greatly enjoy attending 
movies, concerts and plays or eating 
in restaurants if we knew at a glance 
where we were welcome.

Yet, the 
politicians are unwilling to take the 
plunge because they are too preoc- 
cupied with thoughts- of the next 
elections and fear to alienate the 
smaller parties because their support 
may be needed to provide one or 
other of the two major blocs with 
their parliamentary majority. 

Surely, the time has come for 
politicians of all parties to open their 
eyes and see that our present par- 
liamentary system is grinding to a 
halt and that it is vital to bnng in 
change now. No one claims that 
electoral reform is the answer to all 
our problems but it must certainly be 
clear to all by now that a more 
workable form of government than 
the present one is needed.

aganda mill still sustains its "civil 
war” mythology with a jargon of 
"leftist Moslems,” “rightist Christ-' 
fans,” “Falangists”, PLO "comman- 
dos” and other preposterous contra- 
dictions, like "Druse Moslems.” 

RECENT fighting in Tripoli in- 
volved a militia that was called “lef- 
tist Moslem. ” Its name is the Nation- 
al Socialist Party! The West Beirut 
propaganda mill now inverts this to 
Socialist National Party to disguise 
its outright Nazi origins, and its 
avowedly fascist ideology. It is never 
clarified that its "Nationalist” name 
refers to “Greater Syrian." and Pan- 
Arab, not Lebanese, nationality. 
Nor is it mentioned lhat it is “Christ- 
ian," not Moslem. led. 

Two other groups composed the 
supposed Lebanese "leftist Mos- 
lems." First was the Murabitoun 
m urd er-for-hire “militia"; merce- 
naries serving Sunni Moslem oli- 
garchs; no more “leftist" than the 
late King Farouk! Second, the prime 
“leftist" was the multi-millionaire 
landlord, and feudal warlord, of the 
Jumblatt clan of the Druse, Kama] 
Jumblatt. whom the Syrians assas- 
sinated for insubordination in 1977. 
His KGB-operated PSP, "Progres- 
sive Socialist Party" militia, is now 
headed by his equally “leftist" and 
wealthy son, WalidL 

Just as false, vastly more unjust 
and injurious, is the pejorative 
smear “rightist.” West Beirut prop- 
agandists always attach this to any 
mention of the Lebanese Christians, 
their leaders or Resistance militias. 

Through bis Khataeb part}', the 
late Pierre Jemayel was a prime 
architect of Lebanon's excellence 
among Arabic nations in democracy, 
freedoms and social legislation. 

In the Thirties and Forties, 
Jemayel’s Khataeb competed with 
Communists for the leadership of 
Lebanon’s struggle for independ- 
ence from French colonialism. Insu- 
lar and naive. Khataeb apparently 
failed to recognize the damage done 
them by their Communist enemies’ 
mistranslating their name into 
French, as “Phalange" in overseas 


news. In fact, they had neither 
ideological nor other connection 
with Falangist fascists of Spain, as 
this intentionally implied: “Kha- 
taeb" in Arabic means "battalion." 
conveying militancy, against French . 
rule and for social justice. From the 
Greek “phalanx." “phalange" had 
some such meaning in French. There 
the connection began and ended. In 
1979 Communists in Jerusalem tried 
to start an Arabic magazine, to be 
called the same word “Khatab." 
What a howl would have gone 
up if that had been called “Phalan- 
gist” or “Falangist" Magazine! 

But the Khataeb party and 
Jemayel were not sophisticated 
enough to put up such a howl . so that 
smear was ready-made, in 1974. for 
the PLQ/KGB propaganda to black- 
en them and ail the Lebanese 
Christian-miiitia-led Resistance with 
the “rightist" label. This was to 
codfuSe the world and prevent it 
from interfering. 

Arab propagandists lone com- 
plained that Western media never 
told their side of things. Insofar as 
this was true, it was their own fault. 

It was not "Jewish control" . or bias. 
that kept newsmen fronrArab news, 
but their own refusal to give news- 
men free access to it. for safe, free 
reporting of the news. Instead of 
insisting on that, the news world 
compromised its own standards. It 
settled for a base in West Beirut; 
where it played ball to kick Israel 
around (and then Lebanon), so its 
reporters might be fairly safe. 

Ultimately there is justice. It came 
in a small measure when TV news 
suffered a massive loss of credibility, 
for so gullibly swallowing West 
Beirut raw propaganda against 
Israel in June 1982. Someday, hope- 
fully before the Day of Judgment,^' 
when it will be too late to even 
attempt to correct, someone more 
skilled than this writer will expose 
the propaganda crime committed 
against the maligned, forsaken peo- 
ple of Lebanon. 

Till western media face, confess to 
and correct this propaganda injury, - 
there is little hope of clearing away 
the confusion that dateline "Beirut” 
has sown and so hurt the Lebanese 
people: or that this abuse of journal- 
ism against them will cease.
